Walter S. Miller 
Worked Vigorously 
For Public Education

Miller, 
an 
active 
school official and civic leader in 
Middletown township and a civil 
engineer, died suddenly yesterday 
at his home, Avenue D, Parkland. 
He was 70. 
Until his retirement last year, 
Mr. Miller was associated with 
the Campbell Soup~Co., at Cam­ 
den, N.J. Previously he was an 
engineer with the State Highway 
Department. 
Mr. Miller was a member of 
the Middletown township school 
board some 25 years, 
starting 
shortly after World War I, and 
served as its secretary. A vig­ 
orous worker to further public 
education in this area, he played 
an active part in his board join­ 
ing forces with Langhorne author­ 
ities to erect the Langhorne-Mid- 
dletown High School, which later 
became Neshaminy High. 
From 1938 to 1948 Mr. Miller 
was president of the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Board of School Directors. The 
Middletown board honored him by 
naming a new Levittown elemen­ 
tary school the Walter S. Miller 
school. A painting in the Bucks 
County Traveling Art Gallery was 
recently dedicated to him. 
Dr. Oliver S. Heckman, region­ 
al superintendent of the Nesham­ 
iny School District, this morning 
-credited Mr.' Miller in the estab­ 
lishment of the joint district, in 
■which Middletown township is in­ 
cluded.

Warning In Outlining 
$7,000,000 Program

Neshaminy Junior and senior 
high school students face double 
sessions next year, 
Dr. 
Oliver 
Heckman, 
regional 
superinten­ 
dent of schools, warned as he 
outlined a $7,000,000 building pro­ 
gram. 
Speaking at the regular meet­ 
ing of the Middletown township 
school board, Dr. Heckman point­ 
ed out that both Middletown and 
Lower 
Southampton 
townships, 
members of the Neshaminy joint­ 
ure, were planning junior high 
schools. He estimated the costs 
of the schools at $2,250,000 each. 
When these are completed they 
will take the load off present fa­ 
cilities and the junior high school 
built last year could be used as 
a senior high school, Heckman 
said. 
But Dr. Heckman said the new 
schools won’t be ready until at 
least 1958. 
He said there ere now 1900 sec­ 
ondary pupils, 1200 in the junior 
high and 700 in the senior high. 
This is the capacity for 
both 
schools. “The way our enrollment 
is increasing we will have to go 
on double sessions soon,” he add­ 
ed.

3000.
